The entire crew was rescued and taken to 
St. Anne’s. .The wreck occurred in the nar- 
row strait which separates Alderney Island |

The crew .of the Viper arrived at Ports- 
mouth today. The boat struck Renonquet 
| Rock at 5:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon dur- 

ing a fog which set in while it was chasing 

destroyers of the opposing maneuver fleet. 

‘The Viper fired signals after it struck, but 


@ | the.other vessels did not heed them, believing
